U. S. OR ITALY ONLY 
CAN MAKE PEACE IN 
RUHR NOW, ROME SAYS

England made a terrible 
mistake by withdrawing from the Paris 
conference and pretending to wash her 
hands of the reparations question. She 
wanted to bluff France and France 
called her bluff by invading the Ruhr. 
But France made a great mistake by 
carrying the action too far. 

“On the other hand Germany’s illu- 
sion that France has been abandoned 
by its major allies caused it to make 
a greater mistake by offering resist- 


Prof. Stein, semi-official go-between for 
the Wilhelmstrasse and the foreign em- 
bassies here, that the French will very 
likely extend the occupation as far as 
Hanover.

More Mines Seized. 

More state mines were seized today, 
but no coal went to France. The rail- 
way men obeyed the order from Berlin 
not to move tonnage in that direction, 
and the French so far have not at- 
tempted to coerce them. 

When the French took possession 
this morning of f state mines, with 
seven shafts, in the region of Reck- 
linghausen, the German technica! 
staffs left the premises. 

The French engineers, escorted by 
Belgian soldiérs, took over the mine 
while the shifts were changing. The 
troops entered all the mine buildings 
without incident, while hundreds of 
miners, entering and leaving the pits, 
gathered in groups and excitedly dis- 
cussed the situation. 


Troops Ordered from Shafts. 

The workers’ council reached a quick 
decision, and notified Col. Meier, Bel- 
gian, that the miners would strike 
unless the soldiers were ordered away 
from the shafts. After a brief confer- 
ence the sentries were ordered out of 
the buildings near the hoists and the 
morning shift went underground. Col. 
Meier gave instructions that coal ac- 
cumulated at the pitheads must all be 
loaded on cars on the sidings. 
The French seized 13,000 tons of coa! 
and 3,000 tons of coke along the Rhine 
and plan to divert it to France. Fuel 
traffic on the rivers and canals in the 
Ruhr bes ceased.

1922 FIRE LOSS 
IN STATE GIVEN 
AS $19,732,832 


Nearly 15,000 fires occurred ‘in the 
state of Lllinois in 1922, according to 
the annual report of State Fire Mar- 


shal John G. Gamber, with a total 


damage of $19,732,832. This is more 
than $1,000,000 higher than in the 
previous year, the total loss for 1921 
being $18,350,550, but considerably less 
than in 1920, the record year, when the 
figures were $20,176,422. 

Deaths from fires numbered 181, of 


which 117 were women and children. |: 


Three hundred and seventy-seven in- 
juries were reported. 

Of the known causes of fire, the 
largest losses were caused by exposure, 
$3 214,384; stoves, furnaces, etc., §1,- 
784,693; sparks on roofs, $1,027,035; 
chimneys, flues, $905,852; electricity, 
$855,652; spontaneous combustion, 
$841,140; explosions, $647,952. 

Only one fire occurred in a jafl. 
There were 7,215 fires in dwelling 
houses, nearly half the total number.

LAW AND PRIVATE RIGHT. 

The extraordinary conditions exposed in the 
inquiry into the death of Daniel and Richards, 
citizens of Mer Rouge, La., deserve a good deal of 
consideration by the American people. They illus 
trate tendencies which need to be checked if we 
are to have a civilized life under democracy. They 
are extreme in form, but ‘typical in character. 
They happetied in Louisiana, but they might hap 
pen elsewhere in the United States and, in fact, do 
- Americans are supposed to believe in “a govern- 
ment of law and not of men.” Centuries have 
our principles of social and political order revolted 
against the authority of an irresponsible will, then 
expressed in the person of an autocratic monarch, 
and declared that no man should be punished with- 
out trial or by other process than that fixed by 
formal law. 

Yet in this old American community there 
springs up an authority, self-assumed by private 
individuals, without responsibility, without dele 
gation, without reservation, or restraint. Even

of life and death over their serfs exercised it under 
the sanction of law and defined custom. Only a 
despot of the east or of remote times was privi- 


Jeged to impose his unlimited will upon others, and 
even this represented a formal system of order 


aequiesced in by his subjects. 

| But “Old Skip,” @ private citizen of republican 
America, in the twentieth century, having neither 
@fice nor authority, seems to have set up his pri- 
vate judgment over the conduct of his neighbors 
and equals and induced other Americans to ex- 
preas his will as obediently as {7 he were a Nero, 
in complete disregard of the laws instituted, estab- 
lished, recognized, and enforced in the nation. 

It is incredible, but it has happened, and what 
is more ominous is that it is happening elsewhere. 
Because the personal conduct of a woman at Mer 
Rouge suspected and disapproved, she was | 
ordered of the state by this secret, unlawful | 
authority, without trial or conviction or warrant 
of law. In Texas 4 woman’s house was invaded 
‘by masked men and shé was brutally whipped. 
Violence and crime are committed by secret groups 
who are assuming to judge the private conduct or 
Character of others and to impose punishment or 
discipline without authority or process of law. 
The situation at Mer Rouge is not peculiar. 

This widespread phenomenon has two aspects. 
Primarily, it expresses a general aisregard or dis 
Fespect for law. American society seams to have 
involved itself in a vicious circle. Law is not re 
mpected because it is weakly administered, and it 
is weakly administered because !t is not respected. 
‘We have to ask ourselves here a serious ques 
tion: We ourselves make the law. Is that why 
we fall to respect it? Are we not, in fact, refusing 
to respect what we can make or unmake at will? 
If that is the explanation, democracy itself is fore- 
doomed to failure. 

We are not yet ready to admit that. But cer 
tainty our self-government is on trial. If popular 
Iberty and private right, tf a people assuming its 
own governance will not respect its own creation, 


_ if the collective will, formally enunciated and de 


fined, is not enforceable against our private and 
individual wills, our society must disintegrate or 
revert to a superior will whose imposition we must 
accept. That has happened before in history. The 


weakness of popular government, which is faction, 


@egenerates into anarchy and the intolerable 
tyranny of irresponsible force, and that compels 
society to turn for salvation back to the sovereign 
‘will of the autocrat. Cesar becomes the only de- 
fense from the private anarch and the demagogue. 

‘We cannot meet this peril by mere appeals for 
respect of the law and demands for its enforce 
ment. That is lifting ourselves over the fence by 
our boot straps. The remedy is to make law 
worthy of general respect. Popular self-govern- 
ment must express a common will and judgment. 
It is not strong enough to bear any weight that 
any one, or any group, or any majority is able to 
pile upon it. , 

And that presents the second aspect of vigilant- 
ism, night riding, and private discipline, There is 
a tendency of « certain class of Americans to 
impose their private judgment in matters of prt 


unconquerable revolt, for it is a new tyranny, not 
the less endurable for appearing in the guise of a 
self-government which it abuses and betrays. But 
it also passes far beyond the region of formal law 
and expresses itself in the private tyranny of the 
moralistic vigilantes, which”has no bounds save 
the limits of its own irresponsible force. 

The spirit and mentality which produces these 
twin evile—the disposition to compel by force the 
consciences of others, to order their thought, their 
sentiment, their private habit, their personal judg- 
ment—is the gravest evil which has arisen in the 
experience of our democracy and is today demoral- 
izing our social character and shaking our institu- 
tions to their foundation. It is our gravest peril 
and if we have light for understanding we shall 
attack it as our chief and highest duty. If it per 
sists, it will destroy the America we cherish. 


HERRIN, A PORTENT. 

The first trial arising out of the Herrin massacre 
has resulted in a verdict of not guilty. 

That frees five men charged with the murder of 
Howard Hoffman, one of the victims of the atroci- 
ties. There can be no appeal on behalf of the 
state to a’court of review. The verdict stands and 
the defendants go free on this charge. 

The evidence presented at the tria] has not justi- 
fied such a verdict before the people of Illinois and 
the nation. The victims of Herrin did not commit 
suicide or tear one another to pieces. They were 
slaughtered after they had surrendered, and in 
open daylight, by a mob led by known local char- 


| acters and composed of men seen every day on the 


streets of their town. The fixing of guilt upon 
individuals and their punishment would be easy 
and certain if conditions in Williamson county 
were what they ought to be in any community 
which holds itself civilized. 

In the editorial preceding we have discussed 
lawlessness in this country. The Mer Rouge mur- 
ders, the Texas whippings, the massacre at Her- 
rin, and the conditions which have defeated the 
prosecution in Williamson county all point one 
way—to the destruction of the American republic 
and of American society. 

At Herrin men,. because they considered their 
jobs endangered, resorted to wholesale alayghter. 
In Harrison county, Arkansas, a condition of civil 
war exists because in a controversy with a bank- 
rupt railway for more pay, striking employés 
burned bridges regardileas of law or safety of inno- 
cent travelers. Such offenses against law and 
human right are justified or condoned as “ indus- 
trial warfare,” and the superior interest of society 
in law and order is flouted. The massacre at Herrin 
has been in effect approved by organized labor lead- 
ers and the head of the miners’ federation in Iili- 
nois has the insolence to call the breakdown of 
justice at Marion a vindication and victoryi He 
announces that “once again the enemies of labor 
have been defeated.” 

JThat is the voice of the demagogue who destroys 
democracy. It is not the voice of labor. It is the 
voice of a faction which places its own will above 
that of the law and government. 

If the American people have intelligence, love 
of American life and institutions, or respect for 
the lessons of human experience they will devote 
themselves to making their law supreme in the 
land, They will wake up to the fact that Herrin 
and Mer Rouge are portents of certain ruin to 
everything we cherish in American life. They 
will look back and see that democracy has fallen, 
not from the strength of an enemy but from its 
own weaknesses. They will consider that faction is 
the fatal disease of democracy, and that if we can- 
not assert the authority of the general law against 
violent groups, led by demagogues or secret plot- 
ters for power, we shall pass swiftly into the hell 
of anarchy. 

Herrin casts a shaGow across the future of Amer- 
iean society. 


A STATE FORESTRY 
PROGRAM. — 


An extensive program for the protection and de- 
velopment of forests in Illinois under state direc- 
tion and assistance has been made public by the 


‘ Iilinois Forestry association after months of re- 


search. The practica] importance of interest in 
such a program may be understood when it is 
known that the freight bil] on lumber into the Chi- 
cago market alone is now $25,000,000 a year more 
than it would be if we could get all our timber 
from adjoining states, 

Some of t bill is paid by consumers outside 
Chicago but within this market area, but the addi- 
tional freight bill to points in central and southern 
Tilinois must raise the expense to several millions 
above the figure quoted. Considerably more than 
$25,000,000 in freight alone, therefore, would be 
saved to Illinois consumers if this state could grow 
its own timber. In addition, we would have the 
value of the timber crop itself and the indirect 
value of soil protection, climate stabilization, and 
equalization of the flow of streams. There can be 
no doubt that scientific forestry would pay Dlinois 
huge dividends. 

It is the purpose of the association's report, 
under the direction of Dr. Henry C. Cowles, its 
president, to pcint the way to such development. 
The report explains that there are 4,000,000 to 
6,000,000 acres of land in this state which are bet- 
ter adapted to the growth of trees than to any 
other purpose. Much of this land is now barren 
and unproductive. Some of it is already forested, 
but not acientifically or economically treated. With 
proper care every one of these acres could be made 
to produce a profitable crop of treea 
Various steps to that end are suggested. The 
natura] history survey division's investigation, now 
im progress, should be extended to include all bar- 
ren lands suitable for timber production. Experi 
ments in tree planting and care should be con- 


‘| ducted. Courses in farm forestry should be insti- 


tuted in colleges of agriculture. State forest nurs- 
eries should be established. State forests and 


Taxation should be so arranged as not to penalize 


any one who plants barren lands to trees until the

dealing with the question of forestry. It is time 
we were waking up to our needs and our opportu- 
nities. The Illinois Forestry association is to be 
thanked for giving us a jolt. Let us hope that it 
is able to keep us awake.

physical side of it is reflected in the statues which 
the professors admire. Such unity as Greece had 
Was expressed in the games at Olympia and a 
Greek city was forever honored by a winner. 

In athietics the Greek city states found about 
the only cohesion they had as Greeks and the 
devotion to sports made the games the high lights 
of such life as the Greeks had in common. The 
professors know that, but out of their cloisters 
comes the protest against American youth engag- 
ing in athletics with anything like the fervor of 
the Greek. They fear the big, dramatic qualities 
of sport—just what the Greek sought for. They 
dislike the spirited competition of big games played 
by the best athletes of the competing universities. 
They want to reduce the crowds, reduce the inter- 
est, and really to kill the sports until they are 
nothing but casual] games of tennis.

SOME RUSSIAN STATISTICS. 
HIS little tnsight into the demog- 
raphy of Russia comes from Dr. 
W. Miknallorsky and Dr. A. N. 
Syssin of the people’s health com- 

missariat, and not from sources hostile 
to the soviet government. It is frag- 
meptary, but it is as near complete as 
any statement could be, and it states 
facts as to places in which cénditions are 
probably about as they are in Russia 
generally. 

The report relates to conditions be- 

tween 1914 and 1920. The United States 
public health service, in transmitting the 


Dr. Syssin estimates the population of 
Ruasia as about 132 millions. In Euro- 
pean Russia, northern Caucasus, eastern 
Siberia, Kirghiz and two sections of the 
Ukraine, the population was 102,793,000 
in 1914, and only 90,790,000 in 1920. The 
decrease was 10 per cent. To the loss of 
9,000,000 should be added another 12,000,- 
000, that being the anticipated increase in 
population in those districts from excess 
of births over deaths. 

The 9,000,000 loss is divided as follows: 
Excess of deaths over births, 3,500,000; 
military loss in the war, 2,500,000; emi- 
gration, 2,000,000; losses in the revolu- 
tion, 1,000,000, 

Before the war, the birth rate of Russia 
was very high. The rate is usually given 
at forty-five or thereabouts The birth 
rate has fallen to somewhere about 
twenty-five, about the birth rate of this 
country. The death rate of Russia, al- 
ways high, has jumped to a height un- 
heard of elsewhere in Europe. The high- 
est of the rates, given as prevailing in 
several cities, is 89.5 for Petrograd. That 
is seven times the death rate of the bet- 
ter American cities. However, no other 
Russian city has so high a rate. 

— 

In 19271, Orel, a city of more than 60,000, 
had 1,044 births and 3,559 deaths, a birth 
wate ofgsixteen and a death rate of 
fifty-five. Of the deaths 27 per cent were 
due to typhus fever and more than half of 
all to infectious diseases. 

The great epidemics which have swept 
over Russia in the last seven years 
were due to diseases from which we 
have been practically free for almost 
more than a quarter of a century. Other 
reports are to the effect that hospital 
care, medical service, nursing service, 
sanitation and hygiene in general are on 
a plane that is far lower than it was 
ten years ago. 

The evidence is that conditions tn Rus- 
sia must improve greatly before the hu- 
man anima] will be able to maintain his 
fight to survive in the midst of his sur- 
roundings. Unless the death rate comes 
down markedly, or the birth rate comes 
up, the Russian people are as certainly 
due to extinction as was the dodo. 

The comforts and pleasures of living 
and the freedom from disability and 
pain due to nonfatal illness are matters 
on a higher plane still. Ability te keep 
alive is on one level. Life worth living 
is on another.

Barbara Fleming, a prostitute, married 
Jeremiah Allenton. Allenton was & 
cooper by trade and a drunkard by 
habit; both husband and wifé possessed 
intelligent minds and resolved faithfully 
upon a better life. 

Thirty-eight female and forty male de- 
scendants of this couple have been 
traced. 

Of the females, twenty-three married 
and led respectable lives, five lived and 
died as spinsters, with nothing whatever 
detrimental] against them, two became 
nuns, one gained fame in journalism, one 
was a nurse and sacrificed herself during 
the war of 1812, two were teachers, ons 
became quite a musician, and the other 
three became business women of integ- 
rity and success.

Following closely on refusal of the 
United States railroad labor board to 
recognize the organization, another ob- 
stacle—internal strife—threatens exist- 


ence of the United Association of Rail- 
way Employés of North America and 
its “one big railroad union” move; 
ment. 

The association, an offspring of the 
outlaw union organized by John Gru- 
nau during the 1920 strike in switch- 
ing terminals, yesterday was enjoined 
from merging with the American Fed- 
eration of Railway Workers and the 
Amalgamated Railroad Workers, by 
order of Judge Ira Ryner of the Cir- 
cuit court. ; 

The restraining order, entered upon 
petition of Fred S. Galloway, deposed 
secretary treasurer of the association, 
was directed against/R. C. Greenley, 
general chairman; A. A. Roe, vice gen- 
eral chairman, and George Eckroth, 
secretary treasurer. 

Galloway’s petition charged that 
seeming consent to the merger was 
contrived through juggling of ballots. 
It further alleged that the association's 
total membership is less than 5,000, as 
against 91,000 claimed by Greenley.

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JOHNSON FAVORS 
STATE LICENSING 
OF BALL PLAYERS 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 20.—President 
Ban Johnson of the American league 
is in favor of licensing ball players. 
As a condition to being licensed each 
should be required to pass a thorough 
examination, he thinks. Licenses would 
be revocable for misconduct on the 
field or off. 

The league leader’s opinion was ex- 
pressed in a letter received today by 
Joseph A. Collier of this city, who has 
introduced a bill in the legislature pro- 
viding for the licensing of professional 
baseball players in this state. 

Suggestions by Johnson. 

President Johnson’s letter said: 

“'T> license a bal! player is unique. 
It is my thought that each individual 
should pass a thorough examination 
before he is granted a license. It oc 
curred to me a board could be created 
for this purpose and the funds for its 
maintenance could be secured by an 
assessment against all Sunday games 
where admissions are charged through- 
out Massachusetts. 

“The conduct and habit of a pro- 
fessiona] player should of necessity be 
of a high order, as hé serves as an 
example to the young men of our 
country. As you can well understand, 
a player should conform to all rules 
so imperative in the making of a per- 
fect athlete. He should abstain abso- 
lutely from the use of intoxicating 


liquors. 
Loss of License Penalty. 

“In failing to comply with the re- 
quirements prescribed the license 
should be revoked. By this course olf 
procedure we would insure to profes- 
sional ball a better class of men.

Rubien said he was informed, by a 
telegraphic vote of the board of man- 
agers of the Central association be- 
cause of irregularities connected with 
the action of Paul L. Henning of De 
troit, chairman of the central regis- 
tration committee, who announced the 
suspension last Wednesday. 

These irregularities, it was said, in- 
cluded failure to give Ray a hearing 
and the fact that the suspension was 
passed only by two of the five mem- 
bers of the registration committee, Mr. 
Henning and Harry Berz of Chicago. 

Advices he had received, Mr. Ru- 
bien said, indicated that Chairman 
Henning had acted in good faith in 
ruling Ray under suspension, and 
upon information which apparently 
was sufficient to bar the Chicago run- 
ner from competition, or at least 
bring him a reprimand, if proper pro 
cedure had been followed.

The Northland sees some great 
dramas, some terrible tragedies each 
year. One of them, which I stumbled 
upon while in Alaska, I want to tell 
you about. The details of this tragedy 
come from the diary of a trapper who 
died in a little known and rarely vis- 
ited region called Dry Bay, which is 
off the steamer routes lying between 
Juneau and Yukatat Bay. This is a 
great game country, but a hard one. 
There are practically no settlements. 
A giant ice field estimated at hun- 
dreds of miles in length runs along 
this coastal region. Bear, lynx, goats, 
wolverines and other animals abopnd 
here. It is a section” of primeval 
wilderness, beautiful in summer with 
flowers at the foot of the giaciers, 
salmon in the streams, and a warm 
sun overhead. In the winter it is a 
different story, as you shall see when 
you read this diary of a man who lost 
a fight against sickness and one of 
these wintérs. This secluded region is 
the setting for our story and into it 
comes V. S., alone, the trapper whose 
diary will give you some Mea of the 
fights outdoorsmen sometimes make 
in the far north. Picture him with 
his packs of traps and food, weak from 
iliness, pushing his way up the river 
in Dry Bay. Then read the following

Japan Turns to’ 
Motors for Aid 
in Traffic Crisis 


APAN is the leading motor mar- 
ket of the far east, tn the opinion 
of W. I. Irving, United States an- 
tomotive trade commissioner, 

speaking to the export managers’ con- 
vention of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, New York. 

“Japan leads not only in consump 
tion of motor vehicles, but in potential 
ities,” said Mr. Irving. He also indi- 
cated that China is a promising field, 
as its walls can be used for highways, 
and some of the wall material is now 
being used for road bullding. 

There are good roads in the strait 
settlements and cane peninsula. The 
success of automobile business there 
depends upon the condition of the tin 
and rubber markets, which are the 
main businesses of that region. 

“The automobile has made good 
progress in Japan,” he continued, “ and 
today the majority of the wealthy have 
their own cars, while the less fortunate 
are riding in motor buses and taxicabs, 
for the motor vehicle is proving that 
not only is it swifter than the lIeg- 
drawn two wheeled carriage but also 
more economical in distances in excess 
of a mile. 

“There are in Japan today. approxi- 
mately 10,000 useable motor vehicles, 
not including motorcycles. Of this 
figure about 25 per cent are trucks.

Chronic squeaking in the brake sys- 
tem is generally due to dirt that has 
been imbedded in the lining and is 
pressed against the drum when the 
brakes are operated.

Pure breds, improved modern meth-

with pure breds they are able to fill up 
their vacancies and sell the surplus at 
a reasonable profit. 

Betore the pure bred got a start in 
this section dealers brought in thou- 
sands of cows from other states and 
turned them over to farmers each sea- 
son. Many of them were diseased. At 
that time most farmers were inter- 
ested only in producing milk, and milk 
can be sold with little restriction— 
scientists have found that pasteuriza- 
tion protects consumers—so when the 
ordinance providing for the pasteuriza- 
tion of milk was passed in Chicago 
farmers decided they had no incentive 
to breed and raise healthy cattle. 


Attracting the Buyers. 

But today, with the pure bred high 
on a throne in the dairy kingdcm, 
new factors are entering the industry. 
In the heart of the zone that was 
once the dumping ground for diseased 
cattle from various parts of the coun- 
try, dairymen are cleaning house and 
putting their business on a higher 
plane. Thousands of men in this state 
are owners of pure bred cows, and hun- 
dreds of them rank with the best breed- 
ers in the country. 

For years their business suffered 
from the injury and scars left by un- 
scrupulous dealers, and they were un- 
able to sell even good, clean, healthy 
high.production records, to 

from other states. Prospective 
western and southern buyers passed 
Fata) the district on their way to 
buy cattle in Minnesota, 
Michigan, and Ohio. ; 

Leading breeders of high grade cat- 
tle, realizing this condition, began to 
organize. Before they could sell their

Five Years Show Huge Gain. 


Five years ago when the [Illinois 
Holstein-Friesian association was or-

pure bred Holsteins in this states They 
Owned approximately 10,000 head;

Illinois farms tod other states during the 
last three or four years. This move 
ment would be much greater if home 
demands were not so large, for there 
is a rapid and growing desire among 
Illinois farmers to replace grades with 
pedigreed animals. Ninety-five per cent 
of the surplus cows and bulls that are 
being raised by farmers who have pure 
breds are being used to replace grades 
on Illinois farms, according to rough 
estimates made by the Holstein asso- 
ciation’s secretary. Because breeders 
and herds are increasing at such a 
rapid rate, he predicts that out of state 
sales will be much increased during 
the next few years. 


Auction Ruies Strict. 


Up to three years ago, when the first 
state public auction was held by Hol- 
stein men at the Union stockyards, the 
cattle selling side of the dairy industry 
in Illinois had been undeveloped. For 
two years members of the association 
were kept busy having animals tested 
for production and disease. This was 
essential in preparing them for market, 
just as manufacturers can and label 
fruits and vegetables before attempt- 
ing to sell them. 

Now practically all of the 500 mem- 
bers have their herds under federal su- 
pervision, and many of them are hav- 
ing official production tests run. Only 
cows of known high production records 
are allowed in the sales ring at the 
state public auction, and every animal 
is subject to a sixty to ninety day 
tuberculin retest. 


Local Sales Gaining. 


In addition to state gales, codperative 
local sales are held. These indicate

dairymen to produce their own milch 
cows. While there were approximately 
8,000 head of dairy cattle brought in 
from Wisconsin last year, besides 
many that came from other states, in- 
cluding Minnesota, Michigan, and Ohio, 
this importation is decreasing each 
year, in spite of the fact that the num- 
ber and gize of Illinois herds are grad- 
ually increastng. 

The Holstein population has so in- 
creased that Illinois now holds sixth 
place, and is fast becoming a cow sell- 
ing state, attracting the attenticn of 
buyers as far away as Pennsylvania 
and Idaho. Recent inquiries for cattle 
have come to the association from 
Ohio, Indiana, Minnesota,’ Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Missouri, Kansas, Oklaho- 
ma, Montana, and South Dakota. With- 
in recent years Illinois cows have 
been going into some of the best herds 
in the country, and some have been 
sent to South America and Mexico. 

Still in Infancy. 

When pure bred prices were unusu- 
ally high three years ago Holstein men 
sold 112 head at their state sale, aver- 
aging $666 a head. Cows sold from 
$1,000 to $2,800. This was the first 
gale. The state auction wrfll be held 
again this year early in April at the 
live stock pavilion of the Central 
States fair ground at Aurora.

Thompson. “The development of the 
selling angle is still in its infancy, but 
with the increasing number of good 
breeders it wiil no doubt grow rapidly 
from now on. Our largest member- 
ship is in McHenry, Lake, Du Page 
and Cook counties, and some of these 
counties are included in the belt that 
was once handicapped by the destruc- 
tive practices of dealers common in 
that section. 

“Pure breds are here to stay. In 
counties where testing associations are 
formed it has been proved that they 
outrank grades in productiofi.” 


More Mutton for Market. 


Sheep feeding is booming and will re- 
sult in the production of many thou- 
sands more pounds of mutton chops 
this year. Almost a third more sheep 
were in feed lots on Jan. 1 than were 
there at the same date in 1922, accord- 
ing to government estimates. The 
largest increase in operations was in 
the irrigated region of the west, though 
the corn belt shows a gain of 14 per 
cent over 1922 feeding. Relief in finan- 
cial conditions among farmers is con- 
sidered largely responsible for this in- 
crease, which will put the country back 
on a 1921 basis in mutton production. 


Ask Lower Rate for Tubers. 


Potato growers and shippers are ask- 
ing railroads for a 20 per cent reduc- 
tion of freight rates. Lower rates will 
aid farmers in moving the unprece- 
dented crop, much of which is said to 
be still on their hands. If the potatoes 
cannot be moved soon through freight 
reductions between Feb. 1 and July 1 
heavy losses and curtailment in pro- 
duction will probably result.

Ducks and Geese 
Sell Readily at 
Central Markets 


ITH the scarcity of wild game 


land stall game animals from city mar- 
|kets, suburbanites and farmers who 
| live near congested centers are learn- 
jing that raising domesticated water 
fowls, like ducks and geese, is a pay- 
ing business. The field is particularly 
attractive to poultrymen because of 
the limited number in the business of 
producing choice, tender ducks and 
geese for hotel, restaurant, and private 
trade, 

The increasing demand for goose 
and duck eggs and ducklings and gos- 
lings at the baby chick shops in Chi- 
cago indicates growing interest. While 
the baby chick business has grown by 
leaps and bounds, hand in hand with 
the boom in sudDurban and back yard 
poultry keeping, the development of 
baby ducks and goslings has remained 
practically at a standstill. ; 

Baby Fowls Svarce. 

The difficulty of advertising and 

pushing this business among those 


who have lakes and ponds near the 
‘city Hes in the fact that few large 


flocks are to be found where dealers |, parts of cornme 


can get enough of these baby fowls 
to supply the trade. There are few if 
any making a specialty of hatching 
ducklings and goslings, dealers say. 
Probably the reason for this, besides 
the fact that eggs are not available 
in large quantities, is that it takes 
more incubator space, a longer time 


of turnover compared with the han- 
dling of baby chicks, 

Goose eggs are hard to get. Not 
many years ago they sold at 25 cents 
each or less, and last year during the 
laying season they sold from 40 to 60 
cents each. 

Duck eggs and ducklings are more 
readily available, and about 20 cents 
apiece is a fair price for fresh eggs. 
Ducklings can be shipped fairly suc- 
cessfully. 

Advice About Shipping. 

J. L. Lilly, a Chicago poultry expert, 
says that while ducklings usually reach 
their destination in good condition, 
they freqnently refuse to eat after 
they are removed from crates. In the 
hands of amateurs many of them are 
lost, but if handled by an experienced 
poultryman most of them may be 
saved, he says. 

A practical feeder of ducklings gives 
them all they can eat during the first 
four days after he starts feeding, using 
a mixture of one part each of cornmeal 
and low grade flour, four parts of 
wheat bran, and a small per cent of 
grit. On the fifth day he uses this 
ration: One part each of cornmeal! and 
low grade flour; wheat bran, three 
parts; 5 per cent of fine meat scraps, 
and a small percentage of fine grit. 
This is given four times a day, and be- 
tween times chopped up cabbage or 
green clover is fed. 

At the end of the third week the 
feed is again changed, and only three 
feeds a day are given. This is a good

“In seven years Abner Davis has pro- 
moted oVer seventeen companies, not one 
of which is said to have made a profit 
for the stockholder,” the committee’s re- 
port states. “ With each new promotion 
Davis tells how close he came to making 
good on the last one and how certain he 
is to win the next time. With over sev- 
enteen consecutive failures to his credit, 
the gullible public still affords him a fer- 
tile field.”

N organization the activities of

terment is the League of Cook 
County Women’s Clubs, which, as its 
mame indicates, expends its chief ef 
forts upon affairs of the county, espe- 
cially those pertaining to woman's 
well-being. A history of the ete en?

the reading for the information it 
gives of rea! help to otberw.se wei) 
less and ofttimes hopeless cases. 

The league had its inception in th 
mind of a large-hearted woman who. 
in her work for friendless girls, dis 
covered the paradox that when they 
seemed safest they were often in 
gravest danger. An especially star- 
tling experience ied Mrs. Lucy L 
Flower, member of the. Chicago Wom 
an's club, to summon in 1898 more 
than a hundred of her confréres to a 
conference on methods of securing 
greater facilities for safeguarding the 
welfare of the young and friendless 
working girl.

_. As a result of this conference suffi- 


ecient money was pledged to pay the 


salaries of several probation officers. 
Later, when the need for more officers 
and money developed, the same group, 
of women met at the Chicago Woman's 
club, and under the sponsorship of that 
public-spirited organization was found- 
ed the League of Cook County Wom- 
en’s Clubs, its object being the welding 
of women’s clubs of Cook county into 
a union of woman power whose in- 
fluence could not be ignored. ‘ 
The first work of this new federation 
was to raise money to pay additional 
probation officers, to find homes for 
children, and to protect young girls. 
On lines suggested by Mrs. Flower, 
Judge Hurd of Evanston drafted the 
first Juvenile court bill, and Mayor 
Carter Harrison, upon the league’s rec- 
ommendation, appointed several mem- 
bers to the board of education who 
were in sympathy with this work. 
The league is a delegate body, and 
has grosvn to such proportions that 
tiow less than a half dozen of the fed- 
erated clubs in the entire county are 
unaffiliated with it; the aggregate 
thembership as represented by these 
clubs approximates ten thousand. 
.The league meetings are open for- 
ums, to which come the most forceful 
publicists of the day, and here are pre- 
sented initial projects for club setivi- 
ties, which delegates in turn put before

Before 
you, half way between horizon and 
zenith, there will be quadrilateral of 
brilliant stars. Inside the figure is the 
“Delt” and the “sword.” Above and 
to the right lies Taurus, whose bright-

Orion ig the brightest constellation 
in the sky. At the upper left of the 
figure is Betelgeux, a flaming, giant 
sun so large that our sun, eve.; though 
almost one million miles in diameter, 
would be but a tiny speck beside it. 
The diameter of Betelgeux is near 
300,000,000 miles. 

- Below, on the southwest corner, is 
Rigel. This giant is believed to 

much larger even than Betelgeux, but 
his exact diameter is yet unknown. 
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temperatures are reckoned. “His. at- 
mosphere is: largely made of helium 
gas, a rare siBstance on earth, fairly 
plentiful “on the sun, but composing 
the principal bulk of some stars. 

If you have a telescope, or even an 
opera glass, you should not fail to look 
at the great nebula of Orion. This 
cloud of glowing gas is faintly visible 
to the naked eye, lying in the hilt of 
Orion's sword, 

The Great Nebula is a mass of cha- 
otic gas. There seem to be many 
forces in it, but no one «f them has 
the mastery and no one dominates. 


The cloud is rent with drifting stream- 
ers and twisted spirals of half con- 
densed star dust. 

Do not imagine that this hazy spot 
in the winter sky is built on any smal! 
scale.

Phillpotts Turns to Mystery. 


Eden Philiputts has lately turned to 
mystery yarns. His “Gray Room” 
last year was a good one. His “ Red 
Redmaynes”™ this year is a»good one. 
I suppose that J ought to say it is 
avery good one. Every one who has 
read it—those who are devotees of 
the mystery story—eay thai it’s the 
best they've read this year. It has 
a real mystery in it, and the solu- 
tion is wholly unexpected. The most 
searching soul couldn't have foreseen 
the solution, though all along one 
guesses thé real murderer. When the 
secret is out the whole thing is per- 
fectly clear, Which is as a mystery 
tale should be. At the end there 
is a dash of simister reality that adds 
a fillip to the whole thing. It keeps 
one interested. But—and here is whet 
makes me sc cross in most mystery 
talee—it just wanders casually about. 
The detectives are not men with fine 
and skillful minds. It has none of 
the quick vividness of the best of Poe, 
of the Sherlock Holmes tales, or of 
the Gaboriaus. At least half of the 
book merely fingers one’s interest. 
It doesn’t catch hold of it and grip it. 
The last half of the book is as it 
should be, so tense that you can’t put 
it down.

He has a genius for mental 
processes, but that ien't a modern char- 
acteristic. All movelists of any im. 
portance have been psychologists of ao 
mean ability. He is more outspoken 
about the relations of nen and women 
tnan was considered good form twenty 
years ago, but nowadays there are 
few reticences in life. One hears out- 
spoken discussions of sex between 
dances.
